_.| stances it ‘was homemade contrap- 
tions which were rigged up by. per- 
sons who did not know what degree 
of shock the apparatus was deliver- 
ing and did not understand how 
much shock was necessary or safe 
for live stock. 

A word.of caution to those who 
might be contemplating installing 
an electric fence would be to secure 
the equipment from those sources 
which have had extensive experi- 
ence and have the equipment on a 
safe basis. The buyer also should 
follow throughout the directions by 
the manufacturer for safely install- 
ing the controller.
